IN ONE DAY

14th. Now we come to the time wnen 
the great Son of God is hanging on 
the cross just before the soldier pierc- 
ed Him. He died and from His sid? 
came blood and water. The prophet 
Zechariah tells us five hundred years 
before it happened that the soldier 
would pierce His side. Zech. 12:10, 
“And they shall look upon me whom 
they have pierced.” This was fulfill- 
ed in John 19:37, “And again another 
scripture saith, They shall look on 
him whom they pierced.” Read the 
36th verse too where John says, 
“Those things were done, that the 
scripture should be fulfilled.” 
“Behold a fountain deep and wide 
Behold its onward flow, 

"Twas opened in the Savior’s side 
And cleanseth white as snow.” 

15. From this pierced side came 
blood and water, which indicates that 
our Lord died of a broken heart ful- 
filling the words the Psalmist spoke 
in Psa. 69:20, “Reproach hath broken 
my heart.” Then in Psa. 22:14 we read, 
“I am poured out like water,” and 
John 19:34, “And forthwith there 
came out blood and water.” Reader, 
God sent His Son into the world to die 
in your stead. The sin of the world 
was laid upon Him; He died of a 
broken heart for you; He died to save 
you from the penalty of sin; He died 
that you might be made free from in- 
dwelling sin; He died to save His 
people from their sins. Ob glory to the 
Lamb of God! 


“There is a fountain filled with blood 

And one day I plunged in 

Was washed with the blood from Je- 
sus’ side 


And cleansed from all my sin.” 

16th. The (Psalmist next tells us 
that while Christ was hanging,on the 
cross His mother and His friends 
stand off and watch Him. Psa. 68:33, 
“My lovers and my friends stand aloof 
from my sore; and my kinsmen stand 
afar off.’ Dear reader, how did the 
prophets know these minute details 
of the awful crucifixion of the Son of 
God? Yet they prophesied them and 
we see them fulfilled. We read in Luke 
23:49, “And all his acquaintance, and 
the women that followed him from 
Galilee, stood afar off, beholding these 
things.” 

17th. While He carries the cross 
we are told that weakness will over- 
come Him thus compelling another to 
carry the cross for Him. Psa. 109: 24, 
“My knees are weak through fasting. 
All that the Lord had suffered, the 
agony of Gethsemane, the cruel trial, 
mocking and scourging had so weak- 
ened the blessed Savior that anoth- 
er was compelled to carry the cross. 
John 19:17 tells us that Jesus 
came forth carrying the cross. Matt. 
27:32 tells us that they laid the cross 
upon Simon the Cyrenian thus com 
pelling another to carry it. 

88th. The Psalmist next tells us 
that people will pass before Him and 
mock Him while He is hanging on the 
cross. Psa. 109:25, “I became also a 
reproach unto them: when they 1ook- 
ed upon me they shaked their heads. 
Matt. 27:39, gives us the fulfillment 
of this prophecy. “And they that pass- 
ed reviled him and waged (shook) 
their heads.” Reader, the only way 
one can account for these prophecies 
and their fulfillment is to acknowl- 
edge that the Bible is just what it 
claims to be, the very Word of God, 
spoken thru holy men of God moved 
by the Holy Ghost. Don’t you believe 
it? May I ask you again, Don’t you 
believe it? 

19th. A very wonderful prophecy 
and its fulfillment is next brought to 
our attention as the mob that we saw 
passing before Him reviled Him. The 
very words that they hurled at Him 
are recorded by the prophet of God 
one thousand years before they were 
uttered. Psa. 22:8, “He trusted on the 
Lord ‘that he should deliver him: let 
him deliver him.” Now turn to Mait. 
27:48 and read their words, “He trust- 
ed in God; let him deliver him now, 
if he will have him.” 

20th. During all the suffering of 
our blessed Lord, while the false ac- 
cusers are lying against Him, and 
Pilate listens, Isaian tells us (53:7), 
“He was oppressed, and he was afflict- 





ed, yet he opened not his mouth: he 
is brought as a lamb to the slaughter, 
and as a sheep before his shearers is 
dumb, so he opened not his mouth.” 
Fulfilled in Matt. 27:13, 14. “Then 
said Pilate unto him, Hearest thou not 
how many things they witness against 
thee? And he answered him to never 
a word.” 


21st. The next prophecy is that 
while hanging on the tree He would 
pray for sinners. Isa. 53:12, “He bare 
the sin of many, and made _interces- 
sion for the transgressors.” Fulfilled 
in Luke 23:34. Jesus said, “Father, 
forgive them; for they know not what 
they do.” 

22nd. The prophet then tells us 
that Christ will commend His Spirit 
to God. Psa. 31:5, “Into thy hands I 
commit my spirit.” These very words 
are read in their fulfillment in Luke 
23:45, “And when Jesus had _ cried 
with a loud voice, He said, Father, 
into thy hands I commend my spirit.” 

23rd. Psa. 22:1 gives us the next 
cry. from the cross, “My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” We hear 
this ery from the gospel of Matthew. 
Matt. 27:46, “And about the ninth 
hour Jesus cried with a loud voice 
saying, My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” Again we _ see 
prophecy fulfilled and the very words 
spoken on the cross that were proph- 
esied one thousand years before. Ah, 
my dear reader, it is true, is it not? 

24th. Now we come to one of the 
most profound prophecies in scrip- 
ture, spoken by Moses the prophet 
fourteen hundred and ninety years be- 
fore the birth of Christ, that not a 
bone of. Christ should be broken. We 
read in Exodus 12:46, speaking of the 
paschal Lamb, “In one house shall it 
be eaten; thou shalt not carry forth 
ought of the flesh abroad out of the 
house; NEITHER SHALL YOU 
BREAK A BONE THEREOF.” Again 
Psalms 34:20 says, “He keepeth all his 
bones: not one of them jis broken. 
When a person was crucified it was 
customary to break the bones of the 
legs in order to hasten death, but God 
said, through the prophets, concerning 
our Lord, that not a bone of Him 
should be broken. We read in John’s 
gospel that when Christ was crucified 
the soldiers came to break the legs of 
the three that had been crucified. 
What will happen? ‘Will they break 
the legs of Jesus? Let us see what the 
record says. John 19:33, “But when 
they came to Jesus, and saw that he 
was dead already, they break not his 
legs.” Why? John 19:36 gives the an- 
swer. “For these things were done, 
that the scripture should be fulfilled, 
A bone of him shall not be broken.” 

25th. They have now crucified the 
Son of God, having condemned Him 
as a criminal and hanged Him be- 
tween two thieves. Now what will 
they do with the body? One would 
think they would bury Him in the pot- 
ter’s field. He had no home, was often 
hungry, was crucified as a malefactor 
and they have just purchased a new 
potter’s field with the blood money. 
Surely they will bury Him there. Let 
us see what the prophet said who 
spoke seven hundred years before 
Christ’s birth. Isaiah, where will they 
bury Jesus? Hear the answer, Isa. 
53:9, “He made his grave with the 
* * * rich.” “Impossible!” you exclaim, 
Did he not say in Matt. 8:20, “The 
foxes have holes, the birds of the air 
have nests, but the Son of man hath 
not where to lay his head’? Could 
this penniless man of Galilee be buri- 
ed with the rich? The prophet said He 
would, and in Matt. 27:57 we read, 
“When the even was done, there came 
a rich man of Armathea, named 
Joseph, who also himself was Jesus’ 
disciples.” V. 58. “He went to Pilate, 
and begged the body of Jesus. Then 
Pilate commanded the body to be de- 
livered.” Verse 59. “And when Joseph 
had taken the body, he wrapped it in 
a clean linen cloth.” Verse 60, “And 
laid it in his own new tomb, which 
he had hewn out of a rock: and he 
rolled a great stone to the door of the 
sepulchre, and departed.” You see 
Christ was buried ina rich man’s 
grave. 

26th. We now come to the last and 
one of the most profound prophecies 
of the Bible. On the day that they

THE THREEFOLD RELATION 
OF CHRIST’S SECOND COMING

“And while they looked steadfastly 
toward heaven as he went up, behold, 
two men stood by them in white ap- 
parel; which also said, Ye men of 
Galilee, why stand ye gazing into heav- 
en? This SAME JESUS, which is taken 
up into heaven, shall so COME IN 
LIKE MANNER as ye have SEEN 
HIM GO into heaven.” Acts 1:10, 11. 
TEXT: “I WILL COME AGAIN.” 
John 14:3, 
The imminency of the second com- 


ing of Christ, as taught in the scrip-! 


tures, receives objections by many. I 
remember reading an article a short 
time ago which stated that the doc- 
trine of the Second Coming of Christ 
was a pernicious doctrine. To this I 
will say that the author of said state- 
ment has a misconception of the TRUE 
nature and coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

We believe the coming of Jesus as 
taught in the scriptures to be true. 
We further believe the words of the 
text is a statement made by Jesus 
Himself, “WILL COME AGAIN.” Did 
you note that He said, “AGAIN, 
AGAIN, AGAIN”? Of course this prom- 
ise of the second coming of Christ is 
to be distinguished from His return 
in glory to the earth. I: points to the 
time when He will come for His saints. 

Note that His coming will be in two 
stages. First: To catch OUT. Second: 
To reign on EARTH. John 14:2-3; 1 
Thess. 4:14-17; Matt. 24:29-30; Acts 
15:14-17; Zech. 14:1-9, ete. 

It is stated in the lesson, “Shall so 
come in like manner.” V. 11. Jesus was 
seen to go up bodily and visibly and 
His return “shall be in like manner” 
when He comes to the earth. Verse 9 
says, “A CLOUD received Him out of 
their sight.” The scripture tells us He 
will come in a cloud, “Behold, he com- 
eth with the clouds; and every eye 
shall see Him.” Rev. 1:7. This is the 
time when He will come to the earth 
(second stage of His coming). 

Jesus did not tell us the exact time 
of His coming, but rather leaves the 
impression that we will not know the 
day nor hour. It is true that His com- 
ing will be a surprise for He has said, 
“In such an hour as ye think not the 
Son of man cometh.” Matt. 24:42-44. I 
would be overshadowed ‘very much 
with fear to undertake the job of set- 
ting the date or time of the coming 
of Jesus. It would most likely be with- 
out foundation as Pastor Russell’s 
date setting who is identified by his 
followers as the “Loud Voice” of Rev. 
10:3, the “Great Voice” of Rev. 16:1, 
and the “Strong Voice” of Rev. 18:2.

I prefer to be one who watches and 
. prays rather than one who sets dates. 
| Luke 21:36. This is Jesus’ advice. It 
would not surprise me (in the sense 
of His soon coming) if He should come 
at most any time or hour. Let us take 
the advice of Rev. 16:15, “Blessed is 
he that watcheth and keepeth his gar- 
ments, lest he walk naked and they 
see his shame.” There is a blessing 
pronounced upon those who watcheth 
and keepeth, i. e. let no evil that may 
come rob us of our Christian experi- 
ence but rather help us to be stronger 
in the Lord and His grace. 

We wilt now return to our theme 
and study it for awhile. It will be no- 
ticed that since Christ did not fulfill 
all of the prophecies in His first ad- 
vent we believe He is coming again to 
finish. His coming at this time (in 
both aspects) has a threefold relation. 

1—TO THE CHURCH 

The descent of the Lord into the 
air to raise the sleeping and change 
the living saints is set forth in the 
scriptures as a constant expectation 
and hope. Jesus said, “But of that day 
and hour knoweth no man, no, not 
the angels of heaven, but my Father 
ONLY.” Matt. 24:36. These words have 
special reference to the time when 
Christ will come into the midair after 
His Church (the blood bought body). 
He further says in Verse 44, with a 
spirit of warning, “Therefore (i. e. for 
this reason in verses previously spok- 
en, 37-43), be ye also ready.” It is our 
duty to be ready if we expect to rise 
to meet Jesus in the air when He 
comes. The Christian world at large 
seemingly has said in their heart, “My 
Lord delayeth His coming.” To be 
sure, there are thousands who are 
looking for Jesus to come soon and 
they prove this by their clean, pure 
daily life. But, on the other hand 
there are thousands and thousands 
who are lost in this pleasure-loving 
world, smiting their fellow servants, 
i. e. the spirit of lawlessness. Also they 
are eating and drinking with the 
drunken. To this crowd the Lord will 
come as a thief. V. 43. Rev. 16:15, etc. 

Jesus in speaking of the ten virgins 
brings His discourse to a close by say- 
ing, “Watch therefore, for ye know 
neither the day nor the hour wherein 
the Son of man cometh.” V,.13. When 
Jesus comes in the air Paul says He 
will bring them that sleep in Jesus 
with Him. 1 Thess. 4:14. The term 
“them” has reference to the souls or 
spirits of the dead in Christ. 

A.—THE RESURRECTION 

The Apostle Paul would have us 
not to be ignorant of them that are 
asleep in Christ. 1 Thess. 4:13. Seem- 
ingly it is an easy thing to find peo- 
ple (many) who know nothing about 
the true nature of the resurrection. 
Some seem to think that they can 
justify themselves in committing sin 
by saying that the body sins and the 
spirit (their spirit) lives for God. 
Their argument is further stated that 
in the resurrection they shall put off 
this old sinful tobacco chewing, and 
snuff dipping body and God will give 
them a clean, pure, sinless immortal 
body as it pleases Him. Their theory 
is based upon the words of Paul in his 
great lesson on the resurrection. 1 Cor. 
6:9-10, 15-18. I will say also, this the- 
ory rests upon a misconception of the 
true teaching of 1 Cor. 15; 1 John 2:1; 
St. John 13:10; Rom. 7, and others 
too numerous to mention. After all, 
their argument is without foundation 
and falls to the ground. 

Jesus explains why people love to 
commit sin. See John 3:19-20. Let us 
note the plain teaching concerning 
the resurrection of the dead in Christ. 
The great Apostle Paul says, “But 
now is Christ risen from the dead (the 
same Christ that lived before He was 
killed) and become the firstfruits (Gr. 
aparche, i. e. a beginning) of them 
that are asleep.” R. V. He goes further 
and says, “Every one in his order (i.e. 
rank, or place).” The Messiah was the 
firstfruits (or beginning). Afterwards 
they that are (present tense) the Mes- 
siah’s at His coming (i. e. at the Rap- 
ture). V. 23, S. V. But some one of you 
may say, “How will the dead arise, 
and with what body will they come

M issions 
A Christian’s 
Christmas Gift

Do many Christians celebrate Christ- 
mas all wrong? In a way some do, 
while others may not. Many go right 
through Christmas holidays, giving 
and swapping gifts to their friends 
and relatives, with no thought of the 
real meaning of Christmas or what a 
real Christian’s duty would be on that 
day. I think that giving gifts is all 
right. It is a part of the spirit of 
Christmas, Yet, I have wondered if it 
would not be more appropriate to give 
to our poor and needy neighbors who 
do not have the privilege of exchang- 
ing gifts rather than to the ones who 
do not need them and réally do not 
appreciate them much. 


But I want to get to the main point 
from a scriptural standpoint and leave 
the exchanging of gifts to the indi- 
vidual. 

“AND WHEN THEY HAD OPENED 
THEIR TREASURES, THEY PRES- 
ENTED UNTO HIM GIFTS.” 

We find the scripture just mention- 
ed in Matt. 2:11 where the wise men 
came from the East to worship Him. 
This is our first mention of gifts on 
Christmas times and this is the prop- 
er one to whom we should present our 
gifts. 

For a number of years the church 
here in Greenville, where I am pastor- 
ing, has taken a special offering for 
missions on Christmas day or the Sun- 
day nearest Christmas, believing that 
to be the proper gift and the most ap- 
propriate one that we could give from 
a scriptural view. Christ was the first 
missionary. He came to a foreign coun- 
try and few accepted Him, but the 
wise men who did, gave Him gifts and 
I believe that the true Christians to- 
day will not let Christmas go by with- 
out giving Him a gift. It may be small, 
but no difference how small, I think 
that every Christian should be sure 
that they give Him a gift. Many may 
say that they would give but their 
pastor does not give them a chance. 
Mention it to him, tell him to read 
this piece in the Evangel, if he has 
not. I believe that every pastor as 
well as the laity will agree with me 
that this is the proper gift to give. 

Without Christ there would be no 
Christmas. We would know nothing 
about Christmas holidays, we would 
give no gifts. He is responsible for it 
all and yet many people go right thru 
Christmas and give hundreds of gifts 
but leave Christ entirely out. They 
never think of the One who should re- 
ceive the first gift and the greatest 
one. When we make our budget for 
Christmas, He should be included, and 
when we make out our list for Christ- 
mas shopping we should put His name 
at the top and give Him the first gift 
and the greatest one. You may say, 
“Oh, I would hate to do that.” Not if 
you love Him. Is this not true? I be- 
lieve that when you stop and think 
about it you will all say, “Yes.” 

There would be no objections, I am 
sure, in giving other gifts. In fact ev- 
ery one should remember their father 
and mother and as many as possible. 
It is all right to give your pastor a 
suit of clothes, as some have suggest- 
ed, or any others that you like. Show 
them that you love them and appre- 
ciate them, but don’t leave out the 
very most important one of all, the 
one who has made Christmas possible. 
Every member of the Church ought to 
give the Lord a Christmas present. 
If it were only five cents, it would 
show that you have not forgotten 
Him. If you can give more, of course 
you should, almost every one should 
give a dollar. Let us show Him that 
we love and appreciate Him. If each 
member would give only five sents 
that would amount up to about $1500. 
But you say, “Brother Tharp, how can 
we give the Lord a present?” Put it in 
the mission fund and let it go to the 
missionaries. Christ was the first mis- 
sionary and received the first Christ- 
mas gift. Let us keep it up and help 
to get Christ in the lands that have 
no Christmas. I do not believe you 
could give a gift that would be more 
appreciated and bring the blessings 
that a gift of this kind would bring. 
Try it and see. Not only will this be 
a gift well pleasing and acceptable in

forth?” V. 35, S. V. I like the render- 
ing the R. V. has better, but some one 
will say, “How are the dead raised, 
and with what manner of body do 
they come?” The Apostle Paul answers 
these questions by throwing light on 
the nature of the resurrection body 
(V. 35-44). He uses the analogy of 
seed and plant and reminds his read- 
ers of the differences now existing be- 
tween various bodies. So the resurrec- 
tion body will spring from the earthly 
one but be far more glorious, i. e. a 
spiritual or glorified body, not like 
Adam’s earthly body, but like Christ’s 
glorified body. V. 45-49; 1 Jno. 3:2. 

Now I want to say to you, my broth- 
er and friend that teach the theory 
so-called sinning-Christians (i. e. that 
the body sins, and yet expect to meet 
the Lord in the air when He comes) 
will you note that the lesson on the 
resurrection in 1 Cor. 15 was written 
to people or a congregation that was 
said to be sanctified in Christ? V. 2, 
Ch. 1. Also they spoke in tongues, 1 
Cor. 14, and you have neither of these 
experiences and furthermore you teach 
against them. How do you ever expect 
to see or enter heaven? Such people 
need to awake to righteousness and 
SIN NOT, for they have no knowledge 
of God. “I speak this to their shame, ‘ 
said Paul, 1 Cor. 15-34. Jesus said in 
His teachings, “Every tree that bring- 
eth not forth good fruit is hewn down 
and cast into the fire.” Matt. 7:19. 
This is none other than reinforcing 
the teachings of John the Baptist. 
Matt. 3:10. These words were spoken 
in a figurative sense and mean that:a 
sinful man cannot bring forth good 
fruit, i. e. produce a holy life, with a 
corrupt or sinful nature. We will eith- 
er have to be a good tree (person) or 
an evil tree (person). V. 18. We will 
now study the catching away of the 
living saints which is referred to as 
the 

B.—TRANSLATION 

The rapture is said to be the HOPE 
of the Church. Paul in writing to 
Titus refers to the rapture as that 
BLESSED HOPE, Titus 2:13. The 
hope of all Christians is the coming 
of Jesus. The Apostle Paul tells us 
that man is a threefold being com- 
posed of body, soul and spirit, 1 Thess. 
5:23, and for man to die he would 
have to give up his body, thus he 
knows he can not receive his body 
back until the resurrection.He furth- 
er knows that the resurrection will 
not take place until Jesus comes 
again, hence the coming of Jesus is 
a hope, not only if he dies will he be 
raised again, but he hopes that Jesus 
will come before he dies and catch 
him out of this world. 1 Thess, 4:15- 
18. 

It is said by one writer that the 
blessed hope is a purifying hope and 
every man that hath this hope in him 
PURIFIETH HIMSELF even as he 
is pure, 1 John 5:35, i. e. all who are 
looking for the soon coming of Jesus 
will purify themselves, or strive after 
the likeness of Christ in this age. 

The children of God are waiting 
and watching for their gathering io- 
gether unto Him (2 Thess. 2:1) which 
will be the time referred to by Paul 
as the redemption of our body. We 
who live till comes will be 
changed, not from nature to grace, nor 
a sinful body to a sinless one, but from 
our mortal bodies to immortal bodies. 
1 Cor. 15:52-53. Some call this change 
an ordeal of death, but whether it is 
or not, the most important thing that 
should concern us is to be ready for 
the change. The Apostle Paul told us 
that it will taxe place in a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye. (Gr. rhipe, 
a jerk, i. e. an instant move of the 
eye.) We will not have time to pre 
pare. He says this will take place at 
the last trump. This seems to be the 
trump of God and identical with the 
sounding of the trump of God referred 
to by the apostle again in 1 Thess. 
4:16. It is further agreed that there 
is to be a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel and with the trump of God. 
We do not know whether or not their 
sound will be heard and distinguished 
by all people other than the dead in 
Christ and the living saints but we 
do remember that God spoke to His 
Son, Jesus, one day in a voice He 
understood and the people took it to 
be thunder. John 12:28-29. Whether 
the world will understand the sound 
or not, we believe its voice will reach 
the bottom of the deepest grave of the 
dead in Christ. There will be no rock, 
stone, or steel vault too thick for the 
voice of the Lord to reach its depths 
and the dead in Christ will hear the 
voice and be raised incorruptible, at 
which time they are referred to as 
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having glorious, powerfuul and spirit 
ual bodies. 1 Cor. 15:42-44, 49, 52. 
“Like unto his glorious body 
(Christ’s).” Phil. 3:21. 

We are not told whether or not the 
grave will burst open as though some 
one had blown it open by dynamite, 
but rather think it will be like the 
resurrection of Jesus. We also will say 
again that at this time the living be- 
lievers will be changed and ALL (liv- 
ing saints and dead saints) will go 
UP to MEET the LORD in the AIR 
and so shall WE EVER (Gr. pantote, 
ever when, i. e. at all times) be with 
the Lord. Let us press or flee toward 
(after) the mark (or goal) for the 
prize of the high calling, i. e. the rap- 
ture. Phil. 3:14. For now we see thru 
(in) a glass (seeing only a reflection, 
not the actual reality) darkly (lit. in 
a riddle, i. e. in an inigma, our knowl- 
edge of divine things is necessarily 


imperfect, much is not revealed, 
much only partially) but then 
(in the perfect state, Verse 10) 


face to face, i. e. we will see God as 
He is (in person). Now I know in 
part (little or much) but then shall 
I know even as also I am _ known. 
(Then shall I plainly know spiritual 
things with a knowledge like that of 
God, or even as God knows me.) Let 
us remember the last prayer in the 
Bible—“Even so come, Lord Jesus.” 

Having partly considered the firs! 
relation of Christ’s second coming, we 
will next study the second relation as 
found in the scriptures.
